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INCOLN SAID, “All that I am I owe 

to my angel mother.” The first 
thing Garfield did after taking the oath 
of his office was to turn and kiss his 
mother and say to her, “You brought 
me to this.” The world too often sees 
only the successful son and seldom sees 
the mother in the background. 


The world has heard much about 
Luther, but not so much about Mrs. 
Luther; nevertheless, we know that she 
rocked a reformation in her cradle. The 
world has heard much about John 
Wesley, but not so much about Mrs. 
Wesley, and yet she gave to the world 
through her boys a new church which 
has been the mightiest influence for 
the spread of the gospel since the days 
of the apostles. 


I. Behold Mother’s Place or Sphere. 


A WOMAN in her place is a great 

light, but out of her place only 
a shadow. Certainly she is in her place 
in the home. The foundation of the 
home may be made of stone and brick, 
the floor may be laid with hard wood, 
the roof with shingles or slate; the il- 
lumination may be candle, lamp, gas or 
electricity; but mother is the heart and 
soul of the home. She is the breath of 
life, the pulse, the atmosphere; without 
mother the home is pulseless and empty, 
cold and dead. Without mother home 
is not home. 


Lumber, brick, stone and mortar can 
not make a home, although there be 
fifty thousand dollars’ worth of it. 
Lumber and stone may make a house, 
but not a home. It takes mother to 
make a home. A mother’s place is in 
the home, and she can never rise above 
the sphere in which God has ordained 
she should move. And whenever she 
takes unto herself larger powers of sup- 
posed usefulness, neglecting the divine 
mission of motherhood and home-build- 
ing, she starts the processes of moral 
decay that are sure to end in social 
and domestic anarchy. 


Many a mother does not spend 
enough time at home with her children. 
May this not account in part for the 
great lack of home appeal? We must 
admit the average 





home one evening? Why is it that he 
feels he is missing something worth 
while and getting nothing at all in 
return? Why is it that every other 
thing and place appeal more than home? 


A real estate man wanted -to sell a 
young lady a home. She said to him, 
“Why should I need a home? I was 
born in a hospital, educated in a college, 
courted in an automobile, married in a 
church, take my meals at a restaurant, 
spend my afternoons playing bridge, 
my evenings at the movies. When I die 
I will be buried by an undertaker. All 
I need is a garage.” 


One of America’s greatest needs is 
more old-fashioned, bread-making, 











home-staying mothers, mothers who will 
spend more time with their daughters. 
Some women have their heads so full 
of politics, business, clubs and bridge 
that they give less time and attention to 
their offspring than the average cow 
gives to her calf. 

There are mothers all over this coun- 
try who do not know where their six- 








teen-year-old daughters are much of 
the time. Imagine a mother bear allow- 
ing her cubs to ramble over the moun- 
tains unattended! To all who know 
anything about nature such a thing is 
unthinkable. 


Foolish are the mothers who are too 
busy with committees and parties in 
the church, and out of church, to live 
with their children. A distinguished 
judge recently told a grand jury that 
if American women would spend more 
time at home with their boys and girls 
instead of so much time with commit- 
tees and parties, there would not be so 
many young girls on the road to mater- 
nity before they are seventeen, and not 
so many boys vomiting their way out 
the back doors of saloons. 


II. Behold Mother’s Work. 


MOTHER’S work is second to none 

in importance. The hand that rocks 
the cradle, is the hand that rules the 
world. What our nation will be twenty- 
five years hence depends upon the 
mothers of today. 


The sad thing about this generation 
is that it is producing a type of women, 
many of whom are more or less unfit 
for motherhood. Modesty is the crown 
of motherhood, and countless thousands 
of the present-day immodest-dressing 
girls know but little or nothing about 
this priceless virtue. 


A prize was offered to the school 
teacher who could write the best paper 
on “The Greatest Woman.” The one 
who won the prize had this to say: “The 
greatest woman of history is the wife 
of a man of moderate means, who does 
her own cooking, sewing, washing, iron- 
ing, who brings up a family of boys 
and girls to be useful members of so- 
ciety, and finds some time for intellect- 
ual improvement.” 


This woman is well-known. She lives 
in many communities and in the hearts 
of many sons and daughters who have 
had their chance in life through her ef- 
forts and guidance.

ROM APOSTOLIC times, down to 
the present hour, Christians have 
been the most persecuted class of peo- 
ple on the face of the earth.

rope and Asia, with the avowed purpose 
of exterminating Christianity through- 
out the world. At a single stroke, it 
gained control of one-sixth of the earth’s / 
surface.

SENATOR MEAD’S SPEECH 


Late last month, Senator James Mead 
of New York, sent pamphlets to Amer- 
ican editors, entitled “Religious Free- 
dom.” Mailed in franked envelopes, the 
circulars contained the text of a speech 
delivered on the floor of the United 
States Senate. 


The message contained some very 
fine utterances, adapted to present re- 
ligious conditions in this, and other 
countries. If weak at any point, it is 
the fact of no reference being made to 
the parent evil — international, athe- 
istic Communism, the system from 
which all other forms of anti-Christian 
hate stems. 


The official Red attitude toward 
Christianity, may be presented by three 
quotations from the writings of Bolshe- 
vik leaders: 


Said Stalin: “Keep children away 
from religious training and home life,

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until they are eighteen years of age, 
then they will be good Communists.” 


Said Lenin: “Religion must be abol- 
ished. The best country is a Godless 
country. If religion will pass out 
quietly, our attitude will be one of be- 
nevolent tolerance. But if it resists, we 
will hasten its exit by violence propor- 
tioned to its resistance.” 


Said Lunacharsky: “We hate Chris- 
tianity and Christians; even the best of 
them must be considered as our worst 
enemies. They preach love of one’s 
neighbor and mercy, which is contrary 
to our principles. Christian love is an 
obstacle to the development of the rev- 
olution. Down with the love of one’s 
neighbor. What we need is hatred. We 
must know how to hate; only thus will 
we conquer the universe.” 


Senator Mead’s heavy mailing to ed- 
itors, comes at an opportune time, and 
his remarks will commend themselves 
to Christians generally. He says: 


“This distinctively American attitude 
toward religion began in a material 
sense with the forging of our Constitu- 
tion, and received emphasis by being 
incorporated into the very first of the 
articles, of the Bill of Rights, which 
stated that ‘Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of religion 
- prohibiting the free exercise there- 
Mess 


“It is true that in this terrible war, 
in which the whole world is engulfed, 
there is no clear-cut line of demarcation 
between the two groups of combatants 
on the basis of religious tolerance; but, 
by and large, this principle is more 
widely recognized on the part of the 
Allied Nations than it is on the side of 
the Axis. 


“To say that this is exclusively a 
holy war would be an error of over- 
simplification; but it will be most diffi- 
cult for us to preserve our traditional 
American religious freedom if we are 
conquered by the Axis. Violent terror- 
istic measures, effectuated by the sword, 
can crush this freedom more effectively 
than can peaceful anti-religious indoc- 
trination. ... 


“Everyone, no doubt, is familiar with 
the heroic efforts of that distinguished 
Lutheran Churchman, Rev. Dr. Nie- 
moeller, and I am sure that many heard 
over the radio a few days ago what 
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happened to a leading Churchman in 
Norway, who undertook to resent re- 
strictions and limitations upon his 
Church and his people.” 


Twentieth century Christians, an- 
imated by the same spirit that charac- 
terized the royal line of historic martyrs, 
are prepared to make whatever sacri- 
fices necessary, to hold high the banner 
of Immanuel. Pastor Niemoeller’s 
courageous behavior, in the face of ad- 
versity, has shown this to be the case. 


This man, a recognized German pa- 
triot, who as a U-boat commander dur- 
ing the first World War, constantly 
risked his life in sinking Allied vessels, 
suffers today as a common criminal. 


As leader of Berlin’s aristocratic 
Dahelm Church, he dared to indulge in 
the exercise of free speech at a time 
when the javelin of dictatorship was 
pointed at his breast. Although Pastor 
Niemoeller may have voiced political 
opposition to the Nazi regime, his 
plight shows the extremes to which 
totalitarian government will go, in seek- 
ing to stamp out the last vestige of 
criticism. Dictatorship can not stand 
criticism, whereas democratic govern- 
ment thrives on it!

The Fleming H. Revell Company of 
New York, publishers of sound liter- 
ature, are now sending out advance 
notices, of a book soon to be released, 
entitled, “I Was In Hell With Nie- 
moeller.” 


The Author, a German Jewish ref- 


ugee by the name of Leo Stein, is 


described as a “former political prison- 
er,” who spent time in a concentration 
camp with Pastor Niemoeller. While 
Mr. Stein is unknown to the American 
public, the Revell Company has a repu- 
tation for accuracy and integrity. It 
is beyond comprehension that this firm 
would knowingly publish anything con- 
trary to truth for the sake of sales. 


While the book is not yet available, 
Revell’s releases are sufficiently com- 
plete, to convey an adequate statement 
of its contents. The announcement says: 
“Dr. Niemoeller was so fearless that one 
always looked to see the Gestapo come 
and drag him from the pulpit. Their 
hesitation was caused by fear of his 
large following.” 


According to the Author, who profess- 
es to have “talked freely” with Pastor 
Niemoeller, the German officials treat- 
ed the Preacher politely . . . offered lib- 
erty if he would refrain from attacking 
the Government in his public utter- 
ances ... and urged him to confess 
that he was mistaken in opposing the 
party in power. To which the perse- 
cuted victim replied that he could not 
do so without violating his conscience. 


We read: “He prayed to God for 
strength that he might endure whatever 
might come. His cell was dark and 
contained only a wooden bench on 
which to sleep.” 


According to the book, Pastor Nie- 
moeller was urged to change, for the 
sake of his family. Quoting again from 
the circular: “The reply was that as an 
Evangelical Pastor he had no right to 
think of ‘personal happiness’.” 


Strange as it may seem, history 
shows that, down through the cen- 
turies, the Cause of Christ has always 
thrived on persecution. Only in times 
of worldly prosperity, has the Church 
apostatized and lost its message. 
Periods of wealth and prestige have 
been characterized by declension and 
the loss of spiritual vitality. The blood 
of martyrs is the seed of the Church. 


If in the present transitional epoch, 
God has some new things to teach His 
children, they will relax with spiritual 
calmness, and the inward assurance 
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that Romans 8:28 never fails. 


John Knox was a great Preacher, 
and a great sufferer. Other charac- 
ters of his day may have been more 
constructive in their methods and less 
outspoken ... but, if speaking with 
the voice of thunder in denunciation of 
obvious wrongs, he sacrificed something 
of the tact and polish usually associat- 
ed with the Ministerial profession, he 
more than made up for it by his ability 
to move the arm of the Infinite through 
prayer. One expression immortalizes 


him in the thinking of Christian people, 
to this day: “O God, give me Scotland, 
or I die.” 


The prayers of this good man ignited 
a flame and produced revival fires, 
that to a great degree, changed the en- 
tire course of human events as related 
to the program of Jesus Christ in the 
world. 


For our edification, let us in closing, 





remind ourselves of the Lord’s re- 





assuring words, that “THE GATES OF

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IHE ENEMIES of America are on 

the march. They are sharpening 
their weapons for the destruction of 
every positive and constructive ideal 
which has poured forth from the bleed- 
ing heart of Christ during these twenty 
centuries. 

The mailed fist of Hitler has been 
lifted. There is no room for God in 
the philosophy of Hitler and his brown- 
shirted pagans. The Shintoism of the 
Sun worshippers, the imperialistic sav- 
agery of the Japs threaten the entire 
Pacific Ocean, as we Americans watch 
with almost horrible anxiety for the 
next deadly thrust of these strange and 
ruthless little men of the East. Will 
they strike Alaska? Will they move 
into Australia? Will they choke China? 
Will they overrun India? Or, will they 
strike our Pacific Coast? 


No people, no nation, in the history 
of the entire world ever faced more 
deadly and bloodthirsty enemies than 
America faces tonight. Every ounce 


of human energy, every penny of every 
dollar, every drop of American blood 
should be available, to see to it that 
the Stars and Stripes do not touch the 
ground. 
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While these deadly and dangerous 
and military foes lift the dagger over 
our juggler vein, atheistic, sadistic and 
sensual leadership within our own bor- 
ders preys upon our people, pours 
destructive philosophies into the ears 
of our children, our high school young- 
sters, our college youth, our workers 
and our citizenry in general. Citizens 
of America, who sit in high positions 
in the realm of education and politics, 
consider it smart and progressive to 
ridicule God, curse the name of Christ 
and prophesy the day when the Church 
will be defunct, and when the name of 
Christ will be relegated to the junk heap 
or to the musty shelves of the library 
where He shall be denied as the Son 
of God and remembered as merely 
an effective and influential Teacher, 
along with Confucius, Socrates, Eman- 
uel Kant and others. 


A newspaper man visited me on last 
Thursday. He came from one of the 
great daily newspapers of New York 
City. With a sort of cynical smile upon 
his face, he said to me: “Mr. Smith, 
I have just read the Seven Principles 
of the ‘Committee of One Million’ to 
which your three million constituents 
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have committed themselves. The first 
principle reads ‘To rebuild the spirit 
of America.’ What do you mean by 
that?” 


And I said to my newspaper ques- 
tioner: “I mean that we should revive 
and restore the Christian spirit which 
made America strong, virile, courag- 
eous.” 


“Well,” he said, still unsatisfied, 
“What do you mean by that?” — and 
he was cynical when he said it. This 
was nothing new. We expect most New 
York newspaper men to be cynical. 
They come from a cynical city. It has 
now become the capital of world intri- 
gue. Those of us who still believe the 
Bible and in Christ, and go to Church 
with regularity, are referred to by some 
of these cynical easterners as “Citizens 
of the Bible Belt.” Well, let me say 
to you tonight, ladies and gentlemen — 
If the spirit and traditional faith of 
the great American Bible Belt were in 
force and in power tonight, 95 per cent 
of our problems would be solved. We 
would be on our way to victory in- 
stead of alibiing for defeats.

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So I said to my newspaper question- 
er: “Here’s what I mean. I'll tell you 
what I mean by rebuilding the spirit 
of America, and to illustrate I will 
relate a story — a true story. Over 
fifty thousand workers in the city of 
Detroit are affiliated with the ‘Com- 
mittee of One Million.’ Most of these 
workers are old-fashioned American 
Christians. Typical of these fifty 
thousand is a man I know personally. 
He is 32 years old. We will call him 
John. John grew up in an old-fashioned 
Christian home in Iowa. They had a 
family altar, they read the Bible every 
day. Each night before they went to 
bed, John and his family knelt down 
before the all-seeing eye of God and 
asked their Heavenly Father in the 
name of Christ to guide them through 
the night and to lead them and direct 
them on the coming day. John is now 
a precision tool maker in a war factory. 
Does the foreman need to watch him? 
Does he need to be driven or urged? 
He does not. Deep in his humble 
Christian heart, John believes that his 
real Foreman is God Almighty, Who 
sees him every moment, no matter 
which direction the foreman, the super- 
intendent or the shop committee, may 
be looking. He doesn’t watch the clock; 
he watches his work. He is proud of 
what he does. He doesn’t hate his 
boss because he believes that he and his 
boss are both members of the family 
of God. 


‘In the same shop with him are 
cynical and hard-boiled workers. They 
laugh at John’s faith. They sit down, 
they slow down, they shoot craps on 
company time, for which they are being 
paid from $1.00 to $2.50 per hour. 
They boast of the coming revolution. 
They ridicule the teachings of Christ 
and praise the teachings of Karl Marx. 


“Yes, I said ta my newspaper ques- 
tioner from New York, I know I am 
old-fashioned, but if the factories of 
America were filled tonight with men 
like the Christ-loving John from Iowa, 
Donald Nelson’s problems would be 
80 per cent solved.” 

I spoke in Flint, Michigan, a few 
days ago. Before the meeting, a fine 
looking man came to me. He was 
about sixty years old. At his side was 
a handsome uniformed boy on furlough 
from the Air Corps. The man intro- 
duced himself, saying: “Mr. Smith, I 
had retired, but I went back to work 
because I wanted to do everything in 
my power to put into the hands of my 
son, the instruments which he needs. 
On the job, I work as hard as I know 
how to work, because I know that if 
I loaf ten minutes on the job, I may, 
by my neglect, effect the death of an 
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American soldier. I am a Christian,” 
he said. “I feel like being this way 
because I am a Christian. The other 
day I walked around and told three 
men how to produce more with a very 
little more effort. I not only was ridi- 
culed, but I was virtually frozen out 
of that shop. Now, he said, I must 
drive 40 miles every morning in order 
to work in a shop where there is no ob- 
jection to my working as hard as I 
want to work, in order to put weapons 
into the hands of my son and the sons 
of other American fathers.” 


There, ladies and gentlemen, is what 
I mean when I say “Rebuild the spirit 
of America.”

Archaeology and the Ten Tribes of Israel :

(THERE has been a great deal of spec- 
ulation among Bible students re- 
garding the “ten lost tribes of Israel.” 


Long ago, historians ceased to express 
appreciable interest in the subject, due 
to a lack of concrete evidence. How- 
ever, because of Biblical and propheti- 
cal implications, certain schools of 
thought have established a fixed tradi- 
continue the discussions 
through pulpit and the religious press. 


Many theories are advanced, some 
fantastic and extreme. These tribes

tery. It is this aggregation of Hebrew 
tribes, excluding Judah and Benjamin, 
that are designated as the “ten lost 
tribes of Israel.” 


INDIANS AND MORMONS 


Some accept the theory that the 
American Indian is a direct descendant 
of the “lost tribes.” Such persons in- 
sist that the Osage and Chippewa 
tribes, of the great Ojibway nation, 
must be lineal descendants. 


The Latter Day Saints believe that 
Christ, after His death upon the Cross 
and during the three days in the Tomb, 
came to what is now the United States 
and preached to at least a remnant of 
the “lost tribes.” There are three refer- 
ences to them in the Third Book of 
Nephi of the Mormon Bible. Accord- 
ing to their theology, or history as they 
prefer to call it, the “lost tribes” sep- 
arated into two groups, hostile to each 
other. Antagonism existed between them 
until a peace agreement was finally 
reached. 


The latest suggestion, along this line, 
was one recently offered by certain 
German scholars . . . namely, that the 
peoples of India are the “lost tribes.” For 
several generations, the British people 
have been identified by some, as the 
descendants of Ephraim, and Americans 
as lineal descendants of Manasseh. 


Thus, we could go on ad infinitum, 
and fill a volume with speculation and 
theory. But let us examine facts, for 
a moment, and permit Archaeology to 
speak regarding this mooted question. 


Until recently there was little evi- 
dence from the archaeologist’s spade, 
one way or the other. But the situa- 
tion has changed. Now this depart- 
ment of science has something very 
definite to say on the subject. 
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A popular theory has existed that 
Sargon II, the Assyrian Emperor who 
made a “corridor” to the Mediterranean 
Sea, and perpetrated the first unde- 
clared war in history, transported all 
the inhabitants of the Northern Israel- 
itish Kingdom into Assyria, and col- 
onized them 400 miles east of Nineveh 
as a “buffer state.” But during the first 
years of Nebuchadnezzar’s reign, they 
treked from this region through the 
Caucasus mountains into Southern Rus- 
sia, and eventually became the “ten 
lost tribes” of tradition. 


There was some evidence to support

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this position, but it now appears, from 
other documents, that this material was 
forged by Jewish Rabbinical elements in 
Russia to avoid opposition. 


CLAY BOOKS 


The most imperishable material in 
the world is just plain clay — the clay 
from which bricks and pottery is manu- 
factured. Clay was the paper of the 
Babylonians and Assyrians. Upon clay 
tablets were recorded all the events of 
that era, and these “books” or records, 
were placed in such immense libraries 
that our modern ones would appear 
small in comparison. There are hund- 
reds of thousands of these “books” that 
scholars have not yet read and trans- 
lated. 


The spread of the present war has 
compelled archaeologists to put aside 
their spades and concentrate upon ma- 
terial stored away in the archives of 
museums. Hence, ever increasing at- 
tention is being given to these clay 
“books.” They are being read as never 
before. The archaeologist must exhaust 
this material, and reinterpret many 
previous discoveries. 


Among the recent amazing “finds” are 
two “books,” or tablets, written by 
Sargon II himself. One might call these 
writings, Memoirs, for in them he sets 
forth events of his reign, not only by 
the year, but almost in diary form, 
day by day. 


The individual who removes the ele- 
ment of mystery from the “lost tribes,” 
and forever settles this gnarled histori- 
cal question, is the man himself who is 
largely responsible for the existing con- 
fusion, Sargon II, Emperor of Assyria. 


As previously indicated, the popular 
theory has been that Sargon transported 
the whole population of the Northern 
Kingdom, after the fall of Samaria. It 
is generally believed that he took from 
the region every person excepting the 
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blind, lame and moronic. Then, accord- 
ing to the popular theory, he brought 
an equal number of people from Assyria 
and planted them in what had been the 
Northern Kingdom, as colonists. These 
people became the ancestors of those 
known in the Bible as Samaritans. 


This opinion is prevalent among many 
Bible students. But we have found 
that “popular opinion,” is frequently 
wrong. 

We know that Shalmanesar V, the 
father of Sargon II, bogged down with 
his great war machine around Samaria, 
for three and one-half years. He was 
unable to progress an inch toward the 
blue rolling waves of the Sea, which he 
could easily view from the mountain 
tops. He died in the field and was suc- 
ceeded to the throne by his son, Sargon 
II. Within six months, this young man 
had successfully assaulted the city, a 
feat at which his father failed. 


AN AUTHENTIC RECORD 


Let Sargon himself speak through 
the “books” which he wrote — writ- 
ings that have been translated by the 
famous linguist, Dr. Winckler. Certain 
paragraphs are reproduced here liter- 
ally, except that I have taken the lib- 
erty to arrange Dr. Winckler’s English 
into the real English order of words, 
rather than the transliteration of the 


| original German. 


“At the beginning of my reign, in my 
first year . . . I besieged Samaria, and 
I captured it. 27,290 people from its 
midst I carried captive. 50 chariots I 
took there as an addition to my royal 
force ... (later) . . . I returned and 
made more than formerly to dwell 
there. People from the lands which my 
hands had captured, I settled in their 
midst. I appointed my officers over 
them as governors. I imposed tribute 
and taxes upon them after the manner 
of the Assyrians.” 

On another tablet, Sargon sum- 
marizes his conquests as follows: 


“From the beginning of my reign to 
my 15th year, I accomplished the de- 
feat of Humbanigash, the Elamite, in 


the vicinity of Durilu. I besieged Sa- 
maria, and I captured it; I carried cap- 
tive 27,290 people who dwelt in it; 50 
chariots I took from them, and permit- 
ted the rest to keep their possessions, 
and I placed my governors over them, 
and imposed on them the tribute of 
the former king.” 


These two statements confirm II 
Kings 17:6, 24, “In the ninth year of 
Hoshea the king of Assyria took Sama- 
ria, and carried Israel away into As- 
syria, and placed them in Halah and in 
Habor by the river of Gozan, and in 
the cities of Medes.... And the king of 
Assyria brought men from Babylon, 
and from Cuthah, and from Ava, and 
from Hamath, and from Sepharvaim, 
and placed them in the cities of Sama- 
ria instead of the children of Israel: 
and they possessed Samaria, and dwelt 
in the cities thereof.” 


NO “LOST” TRIBES 


It is true that Tiglath-pileser IV had 
previously transported people from 
Galilee to Assyria, during the year 735 
B. C., when he took Damascus, and 
fulfilled Isaiah’s prophecy (Isa. 7:16). 
But very few were transported, and it 
had no effect upon the subsequent ac- 
tions of Sargon II, nor upon the 27,290 
people that he took from Samaria. 


The popular tradition has been that 
Sargon transported millions of people, 
somewhere between two and eight mil- 
lion, to Assyria. In other words, he is 
supposed to have stripped the land of 
its inhabitants, and brought in Assyr- 
ians, or other eastern peoples, to take 
the place of the Israelites. IN FACT, 
THE TWELVE TRIBES REMAINED 
IN THEIR NATIVE LAND, ONLY 
27,290 HAVING BEEN TRANS- 
FERRED BY SARGON. 


The people of the Northern King- 
dom (no longer an autonomous state, 
but a province of the Assyrian Em- 
pire) married with the Assyrian colo- 
nists, as is always the way in such 
migratory transpositions. These inter- 
marriages produced the progenitors of 
the Samaritans. 
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Thus, the “ten lost tribes” were never 
lost, as has been the popular conception. 
They were present in their land, except- 
ing the 27,290, when the “Seventy Years 
of Captivity” took place historically 
under Nebuchadnezzar, and their des- 
cendants were there at the time of 
Christ and Paul the Apostle. Neither 
Jesus nor Paul ever thought of a rem- 
nant called the “ten lost tribes” for 
the simple reason that such a group 
of people never existed. 


Archaeology speaks and all popular

tradition, speculation and extreme po- 
sitions must give way. The American 
Indian, whether Osage or Chippewa, or 
Nephite, cannot be descended from the 
“lost tribes.” Neither can the British 
people be descendants of Ephraim, nor 
the immigrant American of the line of 
Manasseh. 


The 27,290 Israelites, carried probab- 
ly to Assyria, were absorbed by the 
Assyrians with the passage of two gen- 
erations, and became a part of the 
body-politic of the new Babylonian 
Empire established by Nebuchadnezzar.

A cheering crowd of 1500 persons 
stood to their feet during services 
yesterday morning in Sabine Taber- 
nacle and gave Congressman Martin 
Dies a rising vote of “confidence and 
appreciation” for bringing the truth to 
the American people and for “exposing 
subversive forces now at work in this 
nation to overthrow our God-given 
heritage, the American way of life.” 


The demonstration was more than 
duplicated at the evening services, when 
the audience applauded a resolution, 
endorsing the southeast Texas Con- 
gressman’s work, for six or eight 
minutes.

Americanism and atheism. The ob- 
jectives of these two are opposite to

And don’t 
let anybody fool you into believing that 
Joseph Stalin has joined Sunday School, 
either.

A few days after Texas Christians 
had extended votes of confidence to 
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Mr. Dies, press dispatches announced 
that Congress had allotted $110,000 to 
continue the investigation of subversive 
activities under his direction. 


The Dies’ Committee had been oper- 
ating on a deficit, because of prolonged 
delay by the Committee on Accounts 
in releasing new funds, even after the 
House extended the Committee’s life 
for another year by an eight-to-one 
vote. 

The opposition to Mr. Dies was led 
by Representative Vito Marcantonio, 
of New York, the man who was elect- 
ed as a radical candidate with the sup- 
port of the Communist Party. In op- 
posing the Dies Committee, Mr. 
Marcantonio voiced the familiar line of 
the Communist Daily Worker, now 
worn pretty thin, that “Hitler is using 
the Dies Committee as a branch of the 
Nazi propaganda machine.”

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LIFE AFTER DEATH

— WE know that if our earthly 
house of this tabernacle were 
dissolved, we have a building of God, 
an house not made with hands, eternal 
in the heavens.” II Cor. 5:1. 
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What do you mean when you use the 
word I? It is the shortest and perhaps 
the most mysterious word in the Eng- 
lish language. Everyone uses it a hun- 


dred times a day. I want this. I want 
that. I will. I think. I do. I can. 
I will go. I, I, I. 


Who is this I? What is it? Where 
is it? Where did it come from and 
where is it going? What do you mean 
I? 


. THE PHYSICAL BODY... 


Someone explains that when he says 
I, he means his physical body. But 
do you not know that your body is 
only a garment woven from about nine- 
ty cents worth of chemical elements? 
One day in the national museum at 
Washington, D. C., I looked through a 
plate glass window and saw in small 
vials the exact portions of lime, 
silica, iron, water, and other chemicals 
that make up the body. I found the 
commercial value of these elements to 
be something less than one dollar. One 
may accumulate a million dollars and 
be worth only ninety cents. A problem 
in mathematics: How can a _ ninety 
cent man eat a four dollar dinner! 


Let us also be reminded that the phy- 
sical body is ever undergoing change 
in its cell structure. Since you began 
reading this magazine, many body cells 
have sloughed off your body, and the 
instant each cell departed a new one 
was builded to take its place. 


There are millions of cells at work 
on your brain that never thought of a 
foot. Cells are today building your eye 
that never saw an arm. Cells are at 
work on your ear that never heard of a 
lung. It is to be questioned if you have 
a single cell in your body that was there 
seven years ago. 


You possess a muscular system. In 
your anatomy there are a given number 
of bones, with muscles wrapped around 
them, and these muscles are capable of 
making more than fourteen thousand 





different gestures. But a little thought 
on the subject must convince us that 
this transitory, ever changing physical 
body, is not the I. 

Think deeply and you will be driven 
to the conclusion that the mysterious 
thing called personality, ambodied in 
the I, is something that goes infinitely 
beyond the mere dollar’s worth of 
chemical substances. The I stands be- 
hind the scenes and looks through the 
eyes, hears through the ears, speaks 
through the mouth, feels through the 
sense of touch and smells through the 
sense of smell. 


Job said: “Thou hast clothed me with 
skin and flesh and hast fenced me with 
bones and sinews.” In other words, 
Job is saying that God wrapped “skin, 
flesh, bones and sinews” around him. 
Job knew he was not flesh and blood, 
but that the physical body was a gar- 
ment, that the I lives temporarily in a 
physical body. 


It is an indication that one is making 
spiritual progress when there awakens 
in his nature, a realization that he is 
not a mere bundle of chemical elements 
actuated by the desires and passions of 
the flesh, but that he is an eternity- 
bound spirit, tabernacling temporarily 
in a house of clay. Think it through 
and you will come to the conclusion 
that “I am not a body, but I have a 
body.” 


. THE BRAIN... 
What do you mean I? 


The psychologist may answer, 
“brain.” Very well, which brain? The 
brain when you are two, twenty or fifty 
years of age? The brain is ever chang- 
ing in its cell structure. Worn out cells 
are passing away. Some of us have had 
a complete revolution of a dozen or 
more brains, as far as the physical or- 
ganism is concerned. But memory in- 
sists that the I has been the same all 
the time. 


You can remember events that trans- 
pired twenty, thirty, or forty years ago. 
During that time you have had several 
brains, physically speaking, but your 
memory says that you have not 
changed. There must be something 
deeper and more enduring in personality 
than brain cells. 





The brain is the seat of thought but 
it is not the source of thought. In it- 
self it has no power to originate or 
create. Physically, the brain of a man 
differs little from the brain of an ape. 
Someone has said that if the soul of a 
man could get behind the brain of an 
ape, it could function as efficiently with 
the ape brain as a human brain, be- 
cause the source of intelligence is not 
dependent upon the physical organism. 
Intelligence originates in a deeper realm. 
Your conclusion must be, “I am not a 
brain. I have a brain. I think through 
a brain. But this brain is not me, it 
is mine, for I am a spirit.” 


You are more than a mass of breath- 
ing clay. There is something in you 
that the grave-digger will never bury. 


. PERSONALITY IS SPIRIT... 
From whence this I? 


“And God breathed into man’s nos- 
trils the breath (Hebrew nshamah, 


meaning spirit) of life; and man became ' 


a living soul.” 


Personality is centered in spirit. The 
soul is a shadow of the personality and 
the body is a shadow of the shadow. 
The spirit is the cause, the soul is the 
effect, and the body is the effect of the 
effect. 


The human personality lives in three 
worlds and functions on three planes 
of consciousness. In the New Testa- 
ment there are three words translated 
from the original Greek to read life. The 
English translation of the word occurs 
one hundred and eighty times. 


Sometimes the word life originates 
from the Greek term bios and biotikos 
which pertains to physical life. Other 
times it has its origin in the word psuche 
meaning psychic, from which is de- 
rived the modern word psychology, the 
science of soul life and mental processes. 
Other times it comes from the word zao 
which means spirit or eternal, enduring 
life. Due to the poverty of the English 
language these three words fail to con- 
vey the real Greek meaning back of 
them. Paul spoke in recognition of the 
three planes of life when he said, “I 
pray God that your whole spirit and 
soul and body be preserved blameless.” 
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There is a difference between eternal 
existence and immortality. Every hu- 
man being has eternal existence because 
he possesses life, aidios, but only the 
twice-born mortal possesses incorrupt- 
ible, immortal life which is designated 
by an entirely different word in the 
Greek, aphtharsia. Immortal life belongs 
only to the in-Christed personality 
where the I has experienced supernatur- 
al regeneration. Wherefore Paul’s 
words, “Put ye on the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 


Personality is not dependent upon 
flesh. The I continues to exist after 
the flesh returns to dust. You will be 
living a million years from today. You 
are destined to an everlasting existence. 
A hundred million years from now you 
will be alive, with adjustment to some 
kind of environment. 


It is a sane, intelligent question, 
“Where will you spend eternity?” 


.. - SOL... 


The Old Testament came to us in 
Hebrew, the New Testament in Greek. 
There are four words in the King James 
version of the Bible translated hell — 
sheol, hades, Sehenna, tartaros. Each of 
these words have an entirely different 
meaning. 


Sheol in the Old Testament is trans- 
lated three ways — to read hell, grave 
and pit. In each instance it means the 
abode of excarnate personalities, both 
good and bad, until the resurrection of 
Christ. There were upper and lower 
regions of sheol. 


The ancient Jews called the upper 
regions Abraham’s bosom. Jesus also 
called the upper realm of sheol, para- 
dise, which in the Greek is paradeisos, 
meaning “place of happiness.” This 
word occurs three times in the New 
Testament. 


Spirits departing from the body in 
Old Testament times, those who lived 
under the promise and looked forward 
in faith to the coming of the Messiah, 
entered paradise. Spirits leaving the 
body in an unrighteous state gravitated 
to the lower regions of sheol. During 
the three days that the body of Christ 
was in the tomb He entered sheol. Hence 
His words to the thief on the cross, 
“Today shalt thou be with me in para- 
dise.” Three days later He forbade 
Mary to touch Him, saying that He 
had not yet been to His Father. Thus 
He made a perfect discrimination be- 
tween paradise and heaven. 


Peter says that while His body was in 
the tomb, Jesus “Went and preached 
unto the spirits in prison.” “For Christ 
also hath once suffered for sins, the 
just for the unjust, that he might bring 
us to God, being put to death in the 
flesh, but quickened by the Spirit: By 
which also he went and preached unto 
the spirits in prison; Which sometime 
were disobedient, when once the long- 
suffering of God waited in the days of 
Noah, while the ark was a preparing, 
wherein few, that is, eight souls were 
saved by water.” 
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It would be wresting this passage 
from the context, to attempt to make it 
refer to the preaching of Noah to the 
antidiluvians. Peter says explicitly that 
it was Christ Who did the preaching and 
that He “suffered” violent physical 
death “by which he went and preached.” 
In other words it was His vicarious 
death that qualified Him to enter the 
region of imprisoned spirits. Could this 
be said of Noah? 


Moreover, Genesis says, “And all the 
days of Noah were nine hundred and 
fifty years; and he died.” Whereas 
Peter says the Lord was “put to death.” 
Obviously Peter’s difficult passage does 
not refer to the preaching of Noah, but 
rather to the fact that there were spirits 
in prison who had left the body as far 
back as Noah’s time. 


Paul tells us what Jesus did at the 
time of His visit to those regions. “He 
led captivity captive.” “Wherefore he 
saith, When he ascended up on high, 
he led captivity captive, and gave gifts 
unto men. Now that he ascended, what 
is it but that he also descended first 
into the lower parts of the earth? He 
that descended is the same also that 
ascended up far above all heavens, that 
he might fill all things.” 


In other words, Jesus lifted paradise 
out of sheol, and tasted death for ev- 
ery regenerate mortal, so now those who 
leave the body in Christ do not go to 
sheol like Old Testament characters. 
Now, “to be absent from the body is to 
be present with the Lord.” 


... HADES. 


The Greek word hades in the New 
Testament is much the same as sheol 
in the Old Testament. However there 
is this difference: whereas sheol was 
the abode of both the good and bad, 
in its upper and lower regions, hades 
since the resurrection of Christ, is the 
place of only the departed who leave 
the body in an unsaved state. In other 
words, the unrighteous I goes into 
hades, there to remain until the second 
resurrection and great white throne 
judgment. This word appears ten times 
in the New Testament, and in each in- 
stance is translated hell. 


According to Revelation 20:13, hades 
will be emptied after the millennium, 
when those who have gone there, will 
stand before the Just Judge to account 
for the deeds done in the body. We 
read, “And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and hell 
(hades) delivered up the dead which 
were in them: and they were judged 
every man according to their works. 
And death and hell (hades) were cast 
into the lake of fire, This is the second 
death. And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was cast 
into the lake of fire.” 


These people having lived by their 
“works” will be judged according to 
their “works.” Had they accepted Jesus 





Christ through “grace” they would be 





judged on the basis of “grace.” They 
will find that their “works” can not 
save them. When judgment day comes 
for you, be found standing, not in 
your own shoes, but in the shoes of the 
Man Who died for you. 


Hades, then, is the abode of the de- 
parted wicked in this age between 
death and judgment. 


. . GEHENNA ... 


After the white throne judgment the 
occupants of hades are cast into 
gehenna. This is the only Greek term 
that we can associate with the popu- 
lar meaning, attached to our modern 
use of the word hell. It is a place of 
eternal expulsion from the presence of 
God. 


Physical death is the absence of the 
spirit from the body. Spiritual death 
is the absence of the spirit from God. 
Whatever hell may be like, it will be 
the absence of God. Gehenna appears 
thirteen times in the New Testament 
and is used in almost every instance by 
Jesus, and without exception refers 
to a future time of suffering. 


The Greek word gehenna is derived 
from the ancient Hebrew Valley of 
Hinnom which was a deep narrow glen, 
south of the city of Jerusalem, where 
children were offered in heathenish 
sacrifice to the fire god Moloch. In a 
certain part of this valley there was a 
place called Tophat, where a brazen 
statue was kept heated all the time and 
amid the beating of drums and the 
clanging of cymbals, human sufferers 
were thrown into the flames. This 
fiendish custom was an act of idolatrous 
worship to the fire god. 


Jesus used the horrid rites, practiced 
— Turn to Page 12. 
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in the Valley of Hinnom, as a solemn 
warning to sinners in describing the 
future, ultimate abode of the departed 
wicked. Notice that gehenna in the 
four Gospels, is a future state which 
begins after the white throne judg- 
ment. There is not a sinner in gehenna 
today; there will be no gehenna until 
hades is emptied. 


There is another Greek word trans- 
lated hell — tartaros and it occurs 
once in the New Testament. Peter 
usues it to describe “the deepest abyss 
of hades.” It is presumably a place 
occupied by fallen angels. 


. TWO RESURRECTIONS ... 


To recapitulate let us observe: that 
the unrighteous go immediately into 
hades upon leaving the body, to re- 
main until the second resurrection when 
they will receive bodies of some kind 
through which personality can function, 
to stand before the judgment bar. Aft- 
er that they are consigned to a region 
called Gehenna. 


Those leaving the body in Christ go to 
an entirely idfferent realm. They go to 
be present with the Lord but their 
state of bliss is not perfect until the 
first resurrection. There are two 
resurrections; the first for the righteous, 
then a thousand years of millennium, 
and after that a second resurrection for 





the unrighteous. 

“Blessed and holy is he that hath 
part in the first resurrection: on such 
the second death hath no power, but 
they shall be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with him a 
thousand years.” The state of bliss is 
not complete until the redeemed mortal 
receives his deathless, diseaseless, glori- 
fied resurrection body at the beginning 
of the millennium. 


Death to Christians of the first cen- 
tury was not a plunge into the dark. 
They knew what conditions were like 
on the other side and prepared con- 
sciously for those conditions. Death 
was to them an open door through 
which they walked into a bigger and 
broader life knowing, however, that 
they would not come into the fullness 
of their inheritance in Christ Jesus until 
after the first resurrection, at which 
time they would receive bodies immune 
to sin, suffering, sickness and sorrow. 


- RECOGNITION... 


Will we know our loved ones in 
eternity after the first resurrection? 
This is a question which perhaps every 
sincere Christian believer has asked at 
some time or other. For conclusive 
proof that the saints will be blessed 
with capacity to recognize one another, 
we must turn to the empty tomb of 
the Son of God. 

Jesus was the great Example. From 
His resurrected state we have advance 








information as to what conditions will 
be after our resurrection. He was “the 
firstfruits of them that slept.” We shall 
be like Him. 


Because Jesus recognized His loved 
ones during the period between His res- 
urrection and ascension, we know that 
we too shall recognize our loved ones. 
There are several instances of recogni- 
tion recorded in New Testament Scrip- 
ture. Mary was weeping outside the 
empty tomb when she heard a voice be- 
hind her. Thinking it to be the garden- 
er she turned to inquire where she might 
find His body, but it was not the gard- 
ener; it was the Christ. He said, 
“Mary” and she replied, “Master.” This 
was recognition after the resurrection. 


Thomas was an honest doubter. He 
said he would believe that Christ had 
resurrected if he could see the nail 
prints in the hands and the sword 
thrust in the side. Jesus appeared to 
him and said, 
thy finger, and behold my hands; and 
reach hither thy hand, and thrust it 
into my side: and be not faithless, but 
believing. And Thomas answered and 
said unto him, My Lord and my God.” 
This was recognition after the resur- 
rection. 


Basing our faith upon the empty 
grave of the triumphant Christ, it is 
our true and legitimate hope that this 
valley of tears does not end our beauti- 
ful friendships and comradeships, but 
that in the after life we will be recon- 
ciled friend with friend.

Parson Calls

“GQEEST thou a man diligent in his 
business? he shall stand before 
kings.” Proverbs 23:29. 


Much valuable time, devoted to re- 
ligious radio effort, is virtually wasted, 
due to general inefficiency on the part 
of persons conducting the broadcasts. 
Christian people are frequently em- 
barrassed because of the quality of 
Gospel radio programs, sponsored and 
presented by Ministers and Evangelists 
who often have “zeal, but not ac- 
cording to knowledge.” 


How many, many times, have we 
twisted the dial knob, tuned in a Gos- 
pel program, listened to mediocre sing- 
ing, suffered through spoken messages 
that reflected lack of preparation — 
stammering, noticeable pauses, irritating 
and embarrassing mistakes. Often, we 
have sighed, breathed a silent prayer, 
and acknowledged the sincerity of ef- 
fort put forth.

Secular and commercial programs are 
blocked out several days, sometimes 
weeks, in advance. First, a complete 
script is written, containing text of the 
broadcast from the opening, to the 
closing announcement. Then, depend- 
ing on the type of program, a number 
of rehearsals are held. In many in- 
stances, programs are recorded on 
transcriptions, played back and checked 
for errors. Rough places are smoothed 
out, whether it means additions or 
deletions in the script. 


There is no reason why the same 
painstaking thoroughness should not 
characterize Gospel radio effort. Of 
course, it goes without saying, that 
Ministers and Evangelists who broad- 
cast, are sincere and mean well, but 
because of other duties, do not give 
sufficient time and effort in advance, 
to be properly prepared. 


Out on the West Coast, in Portland, 
Oregon, Dr. Willard H. Pope has creat- 
ed a radio ministry of great spiritual 
and practical value, embodying both 
quality and originality. This well 
known radio preacher invests a great 
deal of time and effort in the prepara- 
tion of his programs . . . writing script, 
arranging music and making transcrip- 
tions. 


For the past 14 years, he has con- 
ducted daily broadcasts that blanket a 
large section of the Northwest. His 
early morning program is known as 
“The Family Altar Hour.” 


During recent months, Dr. Pope has 
developed a companion radio broadcast 
of exceptional importance. It is known 
as the “Neighborly Chat with the Vil- 
lage Parson.” 


Pope conducts the 15 minute period as 
though he were making a regular pas- 
toral call. The monologue is carried 
on in a conversational manner, accom- 
panied with certain dramatic climaxes 
and sound effects. One afternoon may 
find him visiting the bedside of a shut- 
in; on another occasion, he will chat 
about problems which confront the av- 
erage Pastor; then again, he drops in to 
talk with a group of old-timers at the 
corner store. 


Although not a preaching service, Dr. 
Pope weaves the Gospel into his 
Chats. On a recent Monday broad- 
cast, he brought a message, which if 
titled, would be called “Scriptural Op- 
timism.” It illustrates the quality of 
his radio technique. Defender Readers 
are invited to visit the studio . . . and 
see the Village Parson in action. 


He sits at a table, microphone and 
‘script before him. The red signal 
flashes from the control room. He is 
on the air! The program begins with 
a sound effect of knocking. Then a door 
is heard to open, Dr. Pope speaks . . . 
and this is what he says: 


OOD afternoon, friend; it’s the Vil- 

lage Parson making his regular call. 
May I come in? Thank you! It is a 
real pleasure to be visiting in your 
home, this afternoon. 


I beg your pardon? Oh, you say you 
are out of sorts today. Well now, what 
can be the trouble? 


Oh, I see, it seems as though every- 
thing has gone wrong. Well, I tell you, 
that is really no serious cause for con- 
cern. An experience of that kind hap- 
pens to the best of folks. As the say- 
ing goes, we just seem “to get up on the 
wrong side of the bed.” 


But say, friend, it is on days like 
this, we need to put our faith into oper- 
ation — faith that trusts in God even 
when His face appears to be obscured. 
Yes, indeed, there are perplexing prob- 
lems, these days, to discourage even the 
most stout-hearted Christian. But we 
must not allow the twin evils of doubt 
and unbelief to weaken our faith. 


Our Lord said, “In the world ye shall 
have tribulation.” But, thank God, He 
continued: “be of good cheer; I have 
overcome the world.” 


I know an old grouch down the street 
who never smiles. To tell the truth, he 
makes me think of one of our Oregon 
east winds, when I meet him. I find 
a lot of people that way nowadays. If 
one of them would smile, their face 
would crack; or if a sunbeam saw one 
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walking down the street, it would beat 
a hasty retreat. 


I have said that, neighbor, to say 
this: Optimism pays dividends—div- 
idends in friendship, happiness and in 
many other ways. Especially is this 
true when your optimism is founded on 
faith in God. No matter what the cir- 
cumstances of life may be, we can al- 
ways rely upon the overshadowing care 
of our Heavenly Father. Some people 
discount the idea of guardian angels. 
But here is one old-fashioned Preacher 
who believes in the existence of celes- 
tial beings, charged with the responsi- 
bility of our safe-keeping. Only the sons 
of God, members of His family, are ac- 
corded this privilege. There is a Blood 
Covenant existing between us and the 
Father. 


If I were asked to define optimism 
and pessimism, I would do it philo- 
sophically, like the following poem: 


Twixt optimist and pessimist, 
The difference is droll, 

The former sees the doughnut, 
And the latter sees the hole. 


Monday morning is no time to be 
@ pessimist, now is it friend? No, sir, 
I should say not! Like the delightful 
anticipation of a good book yet un- 
opened, the week lies ahead with all 
its potentialities and pleasant surprises. 
If we are inclined to be pessimistic, it 
should be on Saturday, when we can 
look back on the week in retrospect, 
and calculate all our mistakes, sins of 
commission and omission, and frailties 
of human nature. But faith can take 
care of that, too, you know. 

Two men looked out from behind 
bars — one saw mud, and the other saw 
stars. Friend, much depends upon our 
outlook. 

I always liked the little old lady who 
had the habit of saying, “There is noth- 
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ing so bad that it might be worse.” 
One night her granddaughter dreamed 
that the Devil had carried off the old 
saint. In telling about the horrible 
dream, the girl said: “Well, Grandma, 
there just couldn’t be anything worse 
than that!” 


“Oh, I don’t know,” replied the elder- 
ly optimist, “he might have made me 
carry him.” And you’ll have to admit, 
friend, this attitude toward life’s prob- 
lems is not so far wrong. 


I asked the roses as they grew 
Richer and lovelier in hue, 
What makes your life so pure and 
bright, 
They answered, “Looking toward the 
light.” 


That’s the secret, neighbor: looking 
toward the Light. That is why we 
are admonished to look to Jesus. He 
is the Brightest Illumination the world 
has ever known — the Sun in our uni- 
verse of faith. We are to reflect His 
glory, like the moon reflects the bril- 
liance of the Sun. “Ye are the light 
of the world,” He declared when deliv- 
ering His classic Sermon on the Mount, 
“A city that is set on a hill cannot be 
hid. Let your light so shine before men, 
that they may see your good works, and 
glorify your Father which is in heaven.” 


Pessimism only reflects darkness and 
gloom. Such persons are incapable of 
reflecting light. They have no qualities 
of mental, spiritual and emotional il- 
lumination. Their soul is imprisoned 
in a dungeon of despair. How sad! . 
considering that faith in God affords 
freedom from care and anxiety. 


In the Sermon just referred to, our 
Lord told His disciples: “Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall 
eat, or what ye shall drink; nor yet 
for your body, what ye shall put on. 
Behold the fowls of the air: for they 
sow not, neither do they reap, nor 
gather into barns; yet your heavenly 
Father feedeth them. Are ye not much 
better than they? Consider the lilies 
of the field, how they grow; they toil 
not, neither do they spin: And Yet I 
say unto you, That even Solomon in 
all his glory was not arrayed like one 
of these.” 


Yet I know some people who go 
around with such long faces, that they 
could eat oatmeal out of a churn. That 
is positively the truth. I feel sorry for 
a man who can’t laugh — or see the 
bright side of life. Such an individuai 
is like a wagon without springs.

you ever take a ride over a rough road 
in a conveyance of that kind? Then 
you know what I am talking about. 


I believe we would do well to adopt 
the attitude toward life of the old color- 
ed man. When someone asked his 
age, he replied: “If ye reckons by de 
years, ah is seventy-five right. But 
if ye reckons by de fun ah’s had, ah’s 
two hundred and fifty tonight.” 


Some folks forget about good things, 
the many providential blessings they 
have received, because they allow them- 
selves to brood over unpleasant matters. 
Perhaps many are like the woman who, 
when her Pastor inquired after her 
health, said: “I feel very well, thank 
you! But I always feel bad when I feel 
well, because I know I shall feel so 
much worse afterward.” 


It is a puzzle to understand how some 
people manage to live with themselves. 
The average pessimist is capable of 
befogging the atmosphere with confu- 
sion and defeatism. But this is not 
true of the man who believes in God 
and knows how to appreciate the bless- 
ings of life. He fairly radiates optimism 
and sunshine. And it is a pleasure to 
be around such a person. So, neighbor, 
remember: 


When a bit of sunshine hits you, 
From the passing cloud, , 

And a bit of laughter gifts you 
And your spirit’s feeling proud, 
Don't forget to up and fling it, 
At the soul that’s feeling blue, 
For the moment that you fling it, 
It's a boomerang to you. 


The Christian believer has every right 
to be happy, and though circumstances 
may seem to be working against him, 
he remembers, faith is the victory that 
overcomes the world. Sometimes I 
feel like the little girl who popped up 
at testimony meeting, and said, “The 
Lord is my shepherd . . . I should 
worry?” 

Yes, indeed, those of us who have 
faith in the Good Shepherd—We should 
worry.

have come from his pen, many having 
been set to music by such skilled com- 
posers as Towner, Hoffman, Danks and 
Gabriel. “Somebody Did A Golden 
Deed” and “I’ve Had A Glimpse Of 
Jesus,” bearing his name, rank in 
prominence with the two compositions 
already mentioned. 


John R. Clements was born in Ireland 
in 1868, being brought to America at 
the age of two. He was converted at 
eighteen under the ministry of Dwight 
L. Moody, during revival services held 
at the First Presbyterian Church of 
Binghamton. He has been an active 
member of the same Church through- 
out the more than half a century since 
his conversion. 


His first poem, written at the age of 
thirteen, was published in a farm 
journal. Four years later his first 
Gospel song (“Man The Life Boat,” 
musical setting by Prof. D. B. Towner) 
was published. Within a few years he 
became a valued contributor to many 
periodicals, notably the Christian En- 
deavor World. He served several terms 
as president of the New York State 
Christian Endeavor Union. 


Mr. Clements’ services have been 
much in demand as featured speaker in 
connection with state, national and in- 
ternational Endeavor conventions. In 
the words of George O. Webster, he “‘is 
a companionable and altogether friend- 
ly soul, finding much joy in the serv- 
ice of his Lord and in the ‘fellowship 
of the saints,’ especially those of the 
Gospel hymn writing fraternity.” 





JENNIE E. HUSSEY

curled up, while those of her right hand 
bend only at the knuckles.” At the 
present time she is suffering severely 
with neuritis. Friends testify that she 
bears her sufferings and physical handi- 
caps in the spirit which is exemplified 
in the words of the last stanza of her 
famous hymn: 


May I be willing, Lord, to bear 
Daily my cross for Thee; 

Even Thy cup of grief to share, 
Thou hast borne all for me. 


Miss Hussey was born near Henniker, 
New Hampshire, February 8, 1874. 
Much of her life has been spent in the 
rural farmhouse in which she was born, 
a house occupied by four generations of 
Quaker ancestors. Although her mother 
was a life long Congregationalist, she 
herself has carried on the family tradi- 
tion by remaining affiliated with the 
Friends (Quakers). 


She began writing poems at the age 
of eight. Her first published verse 
(when she was thirteen) was a “Friend- 
ly Note” to a male robin, inviting him, 
together with his wife, to visit her “and 
have tea.” By the time she reached 
sixteen, she was regularly writing for 
various periodicals—stories for young 
people, articles about flowers, designs 
for crochet needlework and poems. 


At the age of twenty-four her first 
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hymn was published, to be followed in 
later years by more than one hundred 
and fifty others. In spite of present af- 
flictions Miss Hussey is still writing 
hymn poems, which (according to a 
contemporary) are “smoothly lyrical, 
vigorous in thought, and timely as to 
the truths emphasized.” 


A tribute to Miss Hussey’s best 
known hymn, “Lead Me To Calvary,” 
is paid by Gordon D. Shorney of the 
Tabernacle Publishing Company: 
“Lead Me To Calvary’ has been a 
great favorite with us for a long time. 
We do not know of a book we have 
issued in the past fifteen years that has 
not included it.” 





F. M. LAMB 











Older Christians will remember a 
song which was exceedingly popular in 
bygone years, “The Bird With A Brok- 
en Wing.” The man credited with 
making the first musical setting for 
that song, F. M. Lamb, is now living 
in Bath, Maine, at the advanced age 
of eighty-nine. He has enjoyed a long 
and useful life as evangelist, pastor, 
hymn writer and composer. He has 
been called “One of Maine’s sweetest 
singers.” 


Grant Tullar says: “I shall never for- 
get his voice, and the singing of ‘F. M.’ 
and Mrs. Lamb. He had the sweetest 
voice I ever heard a man use, and he 
knew how to use it. Just to look into 
his smiling face was a ‘melody divine.’ ” 


Mr. Lamb’s career began as an evan- 
gelistic song leader. Later he became 
a pastor’s assistant and helped organize 
the Emanuel Baptist Church of Wil- 
liamsburg, New York, where he was or- 
dained in 1888. He traveled widely, 
his services being much in demand for 
Bible Conferences and Conventions. 
After many years of long and successful 
pastorates he returned to his home 
state, Maine, and retired. His wife 
passed away several years ago. 


A keen sense of humor graces the 
closing years of his life. When he was 
once asked what the most memorable 
day of his life had been, he replied 
whimsically that “one of the most mem- 
orable days in a man’s life is the one 
in which he puts on his first suit of 
clothes; but, as is often the case, there 
is something to take the joy out of 
life, memory so often suggesting that 
he has been dressed before.” 
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In a previous installment, Defender 
Readers were given a brief account of 
the career of Dr. Henry J. Zelley, 
author of “Heavenly Sunlight,” and 
other numbers. Dr. Zelley read that 
particular issue of The Defender, and 
seemed pleased. Since that time, the 
Lord has seen fit to promote him to 
Glory. 


George H. Cook, who composed the 
music for many of Dr. Zelley’s best 
known hymns, sent the following letter 
to this writer: 


“I was very much pleased to receive 
your kind and friendly letter in refer- 
ence to Dr. Zelley, whose funeral ser- 
vices were held today (March 20th) in 
Trenton (New Jersey). I was very happy 
to have the privilege of being there and 
hearing all the nice things that were 
said about him and his good Christian 
life. He was a great preacher, well 
versed in Scripture, a good scholar and 
teacher, and most excellent hymn and 
song writer. I have composed music 
for many of his poems, ‘Heavenly Sun- 
light,’ ‘Anchored To The Rock Of Ages’ 
and others. 


“Dr. Zelley was eighty-three years old. 
He was a member of the New Jersey 
Conference (Methodist) for fifty years. 
After retiring he did not stop work. 
He was very busy doing something 
most all the time, up until just before 
his departure to the Homeland. Very 
recently he sent me four songs, for 
which he wanted me to compose music; 
he said, ‘I thought they might do 
someone good.’ 


“I have known Dr. Zelley for many 
years, one of my most intimate friends. 
He always had a pleasant smile for 
everyone. He was very interesting, 
lovable, kind, and will long be remem- 
bered through sermon and song. He 
served some of the most prominent 
churches in the Conference, including 
the Conference Church in Atlantic 
City. 


“In your letter you wished me to tell 
you something about myself. Like Dr. 
Zelley, I am not as free in this line as 
I really ought -to be, and should be. 
I have often told him that he should 
not be so modest, and that we ought 
to let the world know what we are 
doing in every good work. It might 
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encourage some others. . 


“I was converted at the age of four- 
teen, and entered promptly into Gospel 
work. Was made local preacher a 
few years later, and this has kept me 
busy ever since, supplying pulpits for 
pastors, doing evangelistic work in 
many places, and similar work. I was 
associated with Dr. Zelley for a number 
of years, conducting the choir music, 
evangelistic singing, giving sacred mus- 
ical concerts. I have spent some time 
conducting music at camp meetings, 
conventions, teaching choral union 
classes, organizing brass bands, orches- 
tras, and so forth. I have given con- 
siderable time to composing sacred 
hymns and songs for church use and 
young people’s societies, and I am still 
doing some composing and publishing.” 
Mr. Cook now lives in Atlantic City. 


A few weeks before his death, Dr. 
Zelley sent this writer the following 
information: “George H. Cook brought 
me a tune and asked for appropriate 
words. The result was ‘Heavenly Sun- 
light,’ first published in 1889. It has

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brightened the way of many believers 
and has been sung around the world... . 


“He Rolled The Sea Away’ had no 
dramatic origin, but there are two inter- 
esting incidents connected with its use. 
According to the composer (Dr. H. L. 
Gilmour), it was being sung in the 
young people’s meeting in the Pitman 
Grove camp meeting, when the cot- 
tagers at dinner in their temporary 
homes took up the song and it spread 
from cottage to cottage until it seemed 
that all the people in the Grove had 








formed one great chorus. Reverend 
Updegraf said that at his church his 
people were singing it, and the con- 
gregation spontaneously arose and 
marched around the room, women 
swinging their bonnets, men waving 
their handkerchiefs, all singing lustily, 
‘With a conquering tread, We will 
march ahead, and roll the sea away’.... 

“T Want Only Thee’ was written 
after reading the story of a young man 
and an invalid sister who lived alone 
in their home. He was a commercial 
traveler, and at every stopping place 
he purchased some gifts for her. One 
day it was impossible for him to do 
so, and when he apologized for it, she 











said, ‘It doesn’t matter: I only want 

“‘Make Me A Blessing Today’ was 
written at Mountain Lake Park after 
a sermon on Genesis 12:2 by the 
Quaker evangelist, David B. Upde- 
graff. It became popular, and Prof. 
W. J. Kirkpatrick used it every Sun- 
day in opening a large Sunday School 
in Philadelphia of which he was chor- 
ister.

May and June promise to be trying 
times on the battlefields of the world. 
Let us pray for the protection of our 
boys in uniform ... for the welfare 


of our Country ... for the preserva- 
tion of religious freedom in this part 
of the world. 











T WAS evening, shadows were deep- 
ening, birds were giving their good 
night song, a slight wind moved in the 
tree tops, gentle breezes soothed the tired 
nerves of Jesus ... as He journeyed up 
the mountainside to a quiet nook where 
He could be alone with God, in un- 
interrupted conversation — Prayer. 


What an opportunity ... what a 
privilege! He felt the need of getting 
away from the restless throngs of selfish 
men, to the placid enjoyment and pro- 
tecting care of His Father. I think His 
prayer was not a multiplication of 
words, or a long list of requests, but 
just a simple, loving conversation. The 
fact that He was in the presence of His 
Father, and all alone, filled His soul 
with peace, rest and courage. Like a 
child resting on the bosom of its mother, 
He relaxed. 
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If our Lord, in the days of His flesh, 
needed to pray, how much more ought 
we helpless, finite beings to pray! 


Prayer is the language of the soul, 
often rendered without words or cere- 
mony. Prayer is communion, in loving 
faith, with Him Who is infinitely great- 
er than the one from whom prayer as- 
cends. Prayer is making love to God. 


A man’s prayer is largely governed by 
the capacity of his soul, and his loyalty 
to Christ. Prayer touches the deepest 
emotions, the innermost thoughts, of 
human personality. Prayer is the ex- 
pression of earnestness, the cry of the 
heart for relief. Prayer is not freedom 
from earnest endeavor, but the exercise 
of faith in Him to Whom prayer is of- 
fered. Prayer is the earnest petition for 
divine assistance, and he who spends 
much time in prayer, walks by faith, 
and lives in rarefied atmosphere found 
only on spiritual mountain tops. 


Some say, when night comes, they are 
too tired to pray. And when the light 
of a new day appears, they have no 
time to pause for prayer. How foolish! 
Don’t you know that all you have be- 
longs to God, and He alone can give you 
wisdom and strength for the day? The 
only way to feel the abiding, sustaining 
and comforting presence of God in your 
life, is to live in the constant con- 
sciousness of prayer. A man should 
never be too busy to pray. We are ex- 
horted to “Pray without ceasing.” 


Let us pray for physical and spiritual 
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strength to perform our daily duties. 
Let us pray for wisdom in winning 
others to Christ. Let us pray for Chris- 
tian saints, who are being persecuted in 
various parts of the world. Let us pray 
for the preservation of the Constitution 
of the United States, for continued re- 
ligious and political freedom, and the 
spread of the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
to the ends of the earth. Let us pray 
for a mighty spiritual revival to come 
upon our land. If you want to win a 
soul for Jesus, if you desire more power 
from God, take time to pray.

Matthew 22:41-46; 23:1-11 


OLDEN TEXT: “The stone which 
the builders rejected is become the 
head of the corner.” Mark 12:10. 


“What think ye of Christ? whose son 
is he?” (verse 42) By use of the word 
Christ, our Lord meant the Messiah. 
The term Messiah, translated from the 
original Hebrew into Greek, is Christos. 
Both words mean the “Anointed One.” 
Although publicly acclaimed Master, 
only to His inner circle was Jesus 
known by the Messianic title. 


The Pharisees answered promptly 
that Messiah would be the son of Da- 
vid. This fact was, of course, disclosed 
in Old Testament Scripture. (Psalm 
110; II Samuel 7:12, 13) But, the ar- 
gument continued, if Messiah was to 
be the son of David, why should the 
Psalmist have spoken of Him as Lord 
— thereby asserting Messiah’s deity 
and sovereignty? Verse 44 is a quota- 
tion from the Messianic Psalm (Psalm 
110:1) acknowledged by the Jews to 
refer to the coming One. 


How could the man, David, have a 
son to whom he would refer as being 
divine? A son might call his father 
Lord, meaning master or superior... 
but how could the father, a great King, 
speak of his son in this way? There 
can be but one answer. Only the God- 
man, in Whom there would blend both 
deity and humanity, could possibly be 
David’s son and Lord, at one and the 
same time. How glad the common 
people were to hear this wondrous 
story! 


The conception of the Pharisees was 
wrong. They expected a Messiah Who 
would lead an army and establish a 
temporal empire. Had Jesus advocated 
sedition and started a rebellion against 
the Romans, the Jewish leaders would 
have accepted Him. So, in effect, our 


Matthew 23:1-6. This portion of the 
lesson contains a special indictment of 
Jewish religious leaders. The Master 
charged them (verse 4) with adding to 
the ceremonies of the law, trappings of 
their own invention, which were not 
only burdensome and oppressive, but 
supported by neither reason, expediency 
or revelation. 

Tasks performed supposedly for the 
honor of God, were actually done to be 
seen of men. Action was dictated by 
ambition and pride. They loved the 
glory of men, more than the glory of 
God. Our Lord does not forbid respect 
for teachers or oppose different grades 
in His Church (see I Cor. 12:28; Eph. 
4:11-13); but He censures inordinate 
grasping at personal distinctions, greedy 
ambition which loves empty titles and 
takes any means to obtain them. 
Christians engaged in exalting the Lord 
Jesus Christ will have neither time, nor 
disposition to exalt themselves. 


The Golden Text. Professor Joseph P. 
Free of Wheaton College gives the his- 
torical setting of this passage. He says: 


“When referring to Himself, our Lord 
said: ‘The stone which the builders re- 
jected is become the head of the corner.’ 
(Mark 12:10). Apparently this is a 
reference to an incident which is believ- 
ed to have occurred, in connection with 
Solomon’s quarry, and the building of 
Solomon’s Temple. 

“The workmen below the ground in 
the quarries finally set themselves to 





the task of fashioning the cornerstone 
for Solomon’s great structure. For a 
long time they labored, and at last it 
was finished and sent up to the surface. 
The laborers working on the Temple 
were still engaged in the earlier stages 
of the building. 


“This new stone which had been sent 
up, did not fit anywhere, and since 
being in the way, it was laboriously 
moved over to the eastern edge of the 
Temple area, and tumbled down into 
the Kidron Valley. It was the stone 
which the builders rejected. Years 
later the Temple had progressed to a 
point where the cornerstone was needed. 
An order was sent down to the quarries. 
The answer came back that the corner- 
stone had been sent up years before. 


“A consultation was held, and the 
older men remembered that some such 
stone had been rolled down into the 
Valley. A search was made, and there 
it was found, covered with vines and 
brambles. With great joy it was 
brought back to the Temple area, and 
set in its right place. ‘The stone which 
the builders rejected is become the head 
of the corner.’ 

“And so Christ, at His first coming, 
was rejected. But when He returns, He 
will have His rightful place as the Lord 
of glory.”

Thursday: Last Day With The Disciples 
.-» May 24... 








Luke 22:14-30 


OLDEN TEXT: “This do in remem- 
brance of me.” Luke 22:19. 


Verse 15 indicates that our Lord 
looked forward to the Last Supper with 
expectation and heart longing. On the 
whole, it was an occasion of joy, though 
marred by unseemly strife on the part 
of disciples for preeminence (verses 24- 
27) and by the effrontery of Judas. But 
it afforded opportunity for Christ’s fare- 
well discourse, and paved the way for 
the institution of the Lord’s Supper. 
Henceforth, a Jewish Feast would be- 
come a Christian Sacrament. 


Verses 16, 18. Although Jesus knew 
what the next few hours held in store, 
His message was vibrant with hope. 
Three great facts are here enunciated: 
(1) That there would be a Kingdom of 
God, which in itself involves the ulti- 
mate disappearance of the kingdoms of 
this earth, (2) That the time would 
come when the redemption He was now 
about to provide on Calvary, would 
completely accomplish His intended 
purpose, and (3) That in the coming 
hour of triumph, He would be with His 
disciples. “I appoint unto you a king- 
dom, as my Father hath appointed 
unto me.” 


The Lord Jesus, in praying at the 
table, was thanking God for His own 
suffering and death. How deep His 
love, that it should lead Him to thank 
God for the agony and shame of death 
through which He was about to pass. 
Indeed, Calvary is rooted in love! 


The breaking of bread was not typi- 
cal of the breaking of Christ’s body on 
the Cross, for not one of His bones 
was broken (John 19:36; I Cor. 11:24). 
The breaking of bread was symbolic of 
the distribution of His body among 
those who should feed on Him. In 
substance, He was saying: “This 
bread represents My body, and just as 
you eat this bread and it becomes part 





of you, so you are to subsist upon My 
eternal nature, and I will become part 
of you.” 


When we partake of the emblems of 
the Lord’s Supper, there is a real feed- 
ing upon Christ. His indestructible 
substance is the food upon which we 
subsist. It is built into spiritual sinew 
and muscle. He becomes part of us. 
If we partake unworthily (i. e., as a 
mere form, “not discerning the Lord’s 
body”), we are “guilty of the body 
and blood of the Lord” (I Cor. 11:27), 
and we eat and drink judgment to 
ourselves. (I Cor. 11:27, 29). 


Our Lord must be pained at the 
flippant attitude of a certain school 
of theologians today, who speak con- 
temptuously of the doctrine of divine 
substitution, as “a _ theology’ of 
shambles.” Jesus wished the eating 
of the bread, and drinking of the cup, 
to be continued until His return (I Cor. 
11:24,26). The sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper is interwoven with the doctrine 
of the Second Coming of Christ: “For 
as often as ye eat this bread, and drink 
this cup, ye do shew the Lord’s death 
till he come.” II Cor. 11:26. 


The Passover Feast commemorated 
a past event — deliverance from bond- 
age; and looked forward to a future 
event, the sacrifice of Christ. The 
Lord’s Supper commemorates a past 
event, the sacrifice of Christ; and looks 
forward to a future event, the coming 
of the Kingdom. 


Look backward to the Cross where 
He shed His blood for the remission 
of our sins. Look upward to the reign- 
ing Christ Who occupies’ His 
mediatorial throne. Look inward to 
make yourself ready to discern the 
Lord’s body. Look outward, for we 
observe the Lord’s Supper publicly in 
order to show forth His death. Look 
onward to the consummation when the 
Lord shall come in power and great 


glory. 








Friday: Day of Suffering 
(Gethsemane and Trials)

Mark 14:32-34, 44-46; 15:1-5 


OLDEN TEXT: “Not my will, but 
thine be done.” Luke 22:42. © 


The three disciples whom Jesus took 
with Him on this occasion were the 
ones who went with Him to the Mount 
of Transfiguration. If He takes us to 
a Place of Glory, we may expect Him 
to take us also to the Garden of Sor- 
row. In this life, we share both 
ectasy and pain 








Jesus was in anguish and sorrow, 
“sore amazed,” “very heavy,” “exceed- 
ing sorrowful.” He prayed: ‘Abba, 
Father, all things are possible unto 
thee, take this cup from me.” The cup 
was related to His approaching death. 
Yet, our Lord was not afraid to die. 
In the Garden, He was stricken with 
grief over everything involved in the 
dreadful hours that were approaching. 
It meant the separation from the Fath- 
er. The cup included all His suffer- 














ings — physical, mental and spiritual. 


In that hour, Jesus of necessity waged 
the battle alone. He took all the dis- 
ciples, excepting Judas, to Gethsemane. 
But, eight were left on the outer rim 
of the Garden. Only three could go 
into the depths of sorrow with Him... 
and, alas! they slept. He must now 
lay down His life (John 10:17-18), 
give His life as a ransom for many 
(Matt. 20:28), and be made sin and a 
curse for us (II Cor. 5:21; Gal. 3:13). 


His sinless spirit was beginning to 
feel the burden of man’s guilt, His 
heart was beginning to feel the agony 
of separation from the Father. 


“For he hath made him to be sin 
for us, who knew no sin.” On the 
Cross, Christ was our Substitute. His 
atoning sacrifice reached deep enough 
to include every sin that could be 
named. As our Sin Bearer, He be- 
came guilty of our trespasses. The 
human family was guilty of all the 
sin with which they charged Him. Our 
guilt made His atonement necessary. 
There was no sin “in” Him, but the sin 
of the world was laid “upon” Him. We 
are justified in accepting forgiveness — 
not because of any good in us, but 
due to the fact that His sacrifice was 
acceptable to God. 


The victory of Calvary was actually 
won in the Garden. When the forces of 
darkness swept against Him on the 
Cross, He triumphed over them (Col. 
2:14-15). Our cross will not be too 
heavy, if we pray through in our 
Gethsemane. Like the Lord Whom we 
love, we win our victories on our knees. 
Christ moved triumphantly through the 
horrible hours of Golgotha, sustained 
by the abiding conviction that He was 
wholly in the will of God. 


The Sanhedrin met early in the 
morning to arrange the prosecution of 
Jesus. So eager were they to accom- 
plish His death that they showed un- 
accustomed zeal. Sin and_ unbelief 
have their zealots. Often they shame 
Christians by the energy they manifest 
to further their evil causes. 


Cruelly, they bound Jesus. It was 
prophesied that the Sacrifice should be 
bound with cords (Psalm 118:27). The 
bonds of Jesus meant freedom for us 
(John 8:36). By delivering their King, 
the Jews lost the kingdom. Jesus gave 
no answer to the impeachment (verse 
3). He was not there to “strive or cry” 
(Matt. 12:18-21). He was there to be 
led as a Lamb to slaughter, in order to 
atone for the sins of mankind (Isa. 53: 
7; I Pet. 1:18-19; Rev. 5:8-10).

Mark 15:33-34; Luke 23:33-46 


OLDEN TEXT: “He was wounded 
for our transgressions, he was 
bruised for our iniquities; the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him; and 
with his stripes we are healed.” Isaiah 
5355: 


Jesus had been hanging on the Cross 
three hours, exposed to the gaze and 
ridicule of the mob, when God drew a 
curtain over the scene. The birth of 
Christ caused the “Light of the world” 
to shine upon the earth and turned 
night into day; when He died, God 
veiled the Sun and turned day into 
night. ~ 


This was not an eclipse but thick 
darkness, resulting from a supernatural 
act, accompanied with an earthquake 
which opened the graves of some who 
were dead. The very frame of the uni- 
verse bent in reverential obeisance to 
the crucified Sufferer. Calvary’s dark- 
ness symbolized the doom of those who 
refuse to accept the salvation He ac- 
complished by the great tragedy. 


There was an element of truth in 
their taunt (verse 35). He did save 
others, but to do so, He had to be 
free from all desire to save Himself 
(John 10:11; Matt. 20:28; Gal. 3:13). 
If He had accepted their challenge, and 
saved Himself, He could not have been 
“the Christ of God, His chosen.” He 
had power to summon angels to His 
rescue. But He gave Himself, so that 
the Cross was less an instrument of 
Roman law than an altar of divine 
love. 


“And the veil of the temple was rent 
in the midst” (verse 45). This was the 
inner veil, which hung in the Temple, 
between the Holy Place and the Holy of 
Holies. It was rich with costly em- 
broidery, and very heavy. The sudden 
and supernatural tearing of the veil, ex- 
posed the Holy of Holies, the old 
covenant, indicating that God had 
opened a new way into His Grace. 





The dying thief saved. At first, both 
criminals railed at the Master. But the 
behavior of Christ pierced the deepest 
feelings of one. The first evidence of 
repentance, on the part of this man, 
was confession of guilt and acknowl- 
edgment of the justice of his punish- 
ment. 


He received more than he asked! 
Jesus’ promise not only included that 
he should be “in Paradise,” but also 
the assurance of being “with me.” 
There was to be no interval of trial or 
purging, or sleep, but “today” (Phil. 1: 
23; II Cor. 5:4,6,8). 


The meaning of the Greek word 
Hades in the New Testament, is much 
the same as Sheol of the Old Testa- 
ment. There were an upper and lower 
regions of Sheol. The ancient Jews 
called the upper regions Abraham's 
Bosom. Jesus called this upper strata 
Paradise, which in the Greek is Para- 
deisos, meaning “place of happiness.” 


Spirits departing from the body in 
Old Testament times, under the prom- 
ise, looked forward in faith to the com- 
ing of the Messiah, and entered Para- 
dise. Spirits leaving the body in an 
unrighteous state, gravitated to the 
lower regions of Sheol. During the 
three days that the body of Christ was 
in the tomb, He entered Sheol. 


Paul says that Jesus “led captivity 
captive.” In other words, He lifted 
Paradise out of Sheol, and tasted death 
for every regenerate mortal, so now 
those who leave the body in Christ, do 
not go to Sheol like Old Testament 
characters. Now, “to be absent from 
the body is to be present with the 
Lord.” 


It was soon “finished” (John 19:30). 
He cried with a loud voice — no longer 
“Eloi, Eloi, lama sabachthani,” but 
“Father, into thy hands I commend my 
spirit.” The word Father, shows that 
Jesus’ soul has recovered. 








Sunday: The Risen Christ And His Disciples 
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Luke 24:33-48 


OLDEN TEXT: “Ye are witnesses 
of these things.” Luke 24:48. 


On the day of resurrection, Jesus was 
seen at least five times. He was seen 
by Mary Magdalene alone in the garden 
(John 20:14). Then He appeared to 
the women as they were going to tell 
the disciples that the grave was empty 
(Matt. 28:9). The same day He was 





seen by Peter alone, by the two dis- 
ciples on the way to Emmaus, and 
late at night by the eleven. This last 
appearance is the subject of today’s 
lesson. 

The disciples were in fear of the 
Jews (John 20:19). When Jesus ap- 
peared, He said: ‘Peace be unto you.” 
No matter persecution, discord and 
friction, the Master’s presence always 
brings calmness to the troubled soul. 





His coming is a healing balm for sor- 
row and fear (Isa. 25:9; I Thess. 4:16- 
17). 


The evidences of Christ’s resurrection 
are overwhelming. He still had flesh 
and bones . . . but His blood had been 
poured out at Calvary. His victory 
over death seemed too good to be true. 
Indeed the story of the resurrection 
still seems too good to be true — but 
it is true. He gave them further proof 
by actually eating before them, and 
then they were convinced. 


We first note the empty tomb. The 
Roman guard reported it to be empty. 
Jews accepted the fact and tried to 
buy off the soldiers. The testimonies 
of the women, and Peter, and John, 
serve to confirm the event. Where, 
then, was the body? It could have been 
in the hands only of the Jews, or the 
disciples. If the disciples, why were 
they all amazed and sorrowing at the 
empty tomb? If the Jews, they cer- 
tainly would have exhibited it to refute 
the resurrection claims. Inescapable is 
the conclusion that Jesus was risen. 


Another “infallible” proof (Acts 1: 
3) is furnished by the appearances 
of Jesus. These cannot be called illu- 
sions of the disciples, for they were not 
expecting the resurrection. Their in- 
credulity was not overcome until after 
Christ had given several demonstra- 
tions to squelch their doubts. At least 
ten appearances are recorded. One of 
them was witnessed by more than five 
hundred persons. 


But why did Jesus appear only to 
the disciples? Broadus answers that 
they alone could appreciate His pres- 
ence, while the multitude would have 
blazed with fanaticism. A third proof 
of the resurrection lies in its proclama- 
tion of the apostles. They regarded it 
as central and fundamental. For its

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advocacy they were persecuted, and 
for its truth they were ready to die. 
Belief in it also wrought changes in 
character, which can be explained on 
no other ground. 


Our Lord declared all events that had 
occurred were simply the fulfillment of 





His own words and Old Testament 
prophecies. In a most emphatic and 
unmistakable way, He placed the stamp 
of His authority upon the entire Old 
Testament. He made reference to “the 
law,” “the prophets,” and “the Psalms,” 
“which were written . . . concerning 
me.” The Holy Bible and the Lord 
Jesus Christ, stand or fall together. It 
is either Christ, and a whole Bible... 
or no Bible and no Christ. 








Japanese Whisky 


By Business Men’s Research Foundation ... Chicago 





“HAT A LARGE contributing cause 
for the Pearl Harbor disaster was 
the customary Saturday night drinking 
of intoxicants in Honolulu,” is the in- 
formation received by the American 
Business Men’s Research Foundation, 
from a2 reliable business man of that 
city, prior to the report of the Roberts’ 
Investigation Commission. 


In checking this statement, further 
information from another source, 
brought corroborative testimony that 
“a very considerable portion of our 





community (Honolulu) agrees with the 
statement concerning the relation of 
booze to the Pearl Harbor disaster.” 


The Foundation has information that 
55 per cent of the 428 “saloon” 
licenses in the Island of Oahu were 
held by Japs at the time of the trage- 
dy. There is a possibility that some of 
these 235 Jap saloon keepers might have 
advised the Japanese Government that 
Sunday morning was an ideal time tor 
an attack, “because a certain percentage 
of our naval and military personnel

might not be fit for immediate service.” 


It should not be overlooked that the 
liquor-selling places controlled and 
operated by Japanese, included not only 
several hundred smaller liquor shops, 
but a large portion of the most pros- 
perous and influential clubs and hotel 
establishments. 


Immediately after the tragedy of 
December 7th, all saloons were closed 
and the sale of liquor prohibited. This 
action was taken by General Short, rep- 
resenting General Emmons. 


But on February 24th, the bars were 
reopened by army sanction and it was 
announced that drinkers who paid $1.00 
for license would be entitled to one 
quart of hard liquor, one case of beer, 
or three quarts of wine per week. The 
immediate result the first day was 22 
drunks, 17 men and 5 women. 


A dispatch from Honolulu brings 
word that, while rigidly guarded liquor 
sales will be permitted indefinitely by 
the military governor, the plan will con- 
tinue on a conditional experimental 
basis only. Besides the enormous in- 
crease in arrests, official records reveal 
the traffic death rate is up. The modi- 
fication period has been conspicuously 
characterized by drunks on busses and 
on streets, many of these being sent 
home in taxis. 


Even under this modification plan, 
no aliens have been permitted to serve 
or sell liquor, and no sake (Japanese 
whisky), has been manufactured since 
the Pearl Harbor disaster. The number 
of licensed liquor dealers of all classes 
has decreased from 486 to 305. 


A detailed survey of the liquor situa- 
tion in Honolulu and related Islands, as 
revealed in developments of the past 
ninety days, is now being completed and 
Secretary C. J. Benny, of the Hawaiian 
Temperance League, declares that data, 
already compiled, confirm the value of 
enforced Prohibition as a social and 
economic measure of benefit to the peo- 
ple of the Islands. 
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building of an airplane. Artists, auth- 
ors, orators, statesmen, soldiers, invent- 
ors, teachers, kings and presidents — all 
fall in line behind mothers. 


Mother’s work consists of three 
things: 

1. Molding and forming character. 
When it comes to a task worth while 
there is nothing in the world as heroic 
and thrilling, as challenging, as ex- 
hausting and as satisfying as the work 
of a mother. 


It deals with life in the most intimate 
and exalted way. Life’s greatest oppor- 
tunities is with life; for, in the words of 
Webster, “You can work upon marble, 
but it will perish; work up brass, but 
time will efface it; rear temples and 
they will crumble in the dust; but if 
you build a character, you build some- 
thing that will stand and brighten 
through all eternity.” 


“Character before wealth” was the 
motto of Amos Lawrence, who had in- 
scribed upon his pocketbook, “For what 
is a man profited, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own soul?” 


Mothers are formers of characters. 
One former of character is worth twenty 
reformers of character. Had we as par- 
ents given more time to formation and 
information, we would not need so much 
time now for reformation. For it is 
easier to build than to rebuild; easier 
to store than to restore; easier to form 
character than to reform character. 


2. Another part of mother’s work is 
training and saving the children. Chil- 
dren are sent to mothers to be trained 
for the service of God. Withholding 
them is dangerous business; repressing 
them is worse. 


When General Oglethorpe invited 
John and Charles Wesley to come to 
America, their father had just died and 
their mother was old. Two duties con- 
fronted them. They mentioned the call 
to their mother. She replied in words 
as holy as Scripture, “Had I twenty 
sons, I should rejoice that they were all 
so employed, though I should never see 
them again.” 


An unknown mother in England pour- 
ed out her prayers for her dissipated 
son. This wretched wreck, by the Grace 
of God, became none other than John 
Newton, the eminent minister of Lon- 
don. John Newton was instrumental 
in getting Thomas Scott, and Thomas 
Scott won William Cowper, and Wil- 
liam Cowper led Wilberforce to God. 
All of this endless, indescribable good 
brought about by the prayers of one 
humble, unheralded mother! 


The odds are against some mothers 
in saving their children, for they are 
hampered and handicapped by the open 
indifference and willful opposition of a 
foul-mouth, cussing, whiskey-drinking, 
tobacco-chewing, cigaret-smoking, card 
playing, Christ-rejecting, church-ab- 
senting husband. 
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Some mothers may succeed in bring- 
ing up their children in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord and get them 
to heaven finally; but if they do, they 
will have to keep them away from the 
dance halls, gambling dens, booze joints, 
and also away from the company of 
their own husbands. 


Foolish is that mother who en- 
courages that daughter of hers to dance. 
Dancing has a dangerous tendency. The 
police of New York say that three- 
fourths of the abandoned girls of New 
York were ruined by dancing. Mothers 
sometimes hide behind the defense that 
their daughters dance only with gentle- 
men. You put the bare arms of the 
half-nude body of a girl within the 
arms of a young man, and intoxicate 
them with the rhythmic flow of sensu- 
ous music, and all flesh is as much alike 
as a row of plucked geese. “It is not 
the gentlemen that saves,” says Row- 
land Hill, “it is the grace of God.” 


3. Another part of mother’s job is 
discipline. One of the greatest enemies 
of our home is the wishy-washy mother 
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who lets her children do as they please. 
When a mother tells her child to do a 
thing, and it does not do it, she then 
and there loses her authority. 


Because of the breakdown of author- 
ity, children everywhere are getting be- 
yond the parents. It is bad for the 
parents, but a thousand times worse for 
the children. It is a common thing now 
to hear a little girl twelve years old 
stand up and argue the case with moth- 
er, and nine time out of ten win in the 
argument. 


The march of progress has contribut- 
ed much to the delinquency of the chil- 
dren of this generation. Progress has 
given us the safety, and done away with 
the razor strop. It has given us the 
gas range, and done away with the 
woodshed. 


Love is the magic word today; but 
love without discipline is an angleworm. 
Love needs a backbone, or it is nothing 
but pulp. I would not recommend that 
you necessarily adopt the method of 
the colored mother who, when asked

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how she raised her children, replied: “I 
raise them with a barrel stave and 
raise them often.” But you must make 
the child know somehow that there is 
an authority in the home higher than 
their own whimsical wills. 


III. Behold Mother’s Neglect, or the 
Ways by Which She is Nefglected. 


THERE are many forms of neglect 
from which mothers suffer. 


1. They suffer from neglect of co- 
operation in parental training. When- 
ever we read of the mother of Zebedee’s 
children coming with her sons, we can 
not but wonder where Zebedee was. 
There are many places where he could 
have been, but at any rate he was not 
with his wife. 


How often have I seen this in my 
years of experience and travel: beauti- 
ful, dutiful mothers bringing the fruit 
of their bodies to the house of God to 
dedicate them in holy baptism, and not 
having the pleasure of the husband 
standing by their side, promising that 
he will do all he can to help mother 
in bringing up the children in the way 
they should go. 


How a man can vow before high 
heaven that he will love, honor and pro- 
tect a woman, and then widow her in 
the sweetest and holiest things of life, 
is more than language can explain or 
logic prove. 


2. Mothers suffer from the neglect 
of consideration. 


This is often most acute at twilight, 
the time that should be quiet and 
serene. Some men think, because they 
have had troubles at the shop or office, 
that their wives ought to be as placid as 
an evening lake when they enter the 
door. 


If some men had to change places one 
day a week with the mothers of their 
children and were chained to the kitchen 
table for security, the suicides of the 
Country would be doubled within a 
year, or there would be a great demand 
for new tables. 








3. Mothers are neglected sometimes 
in the daily round of toil. In spite of 
the fact that we have electric appliances 
there are still men who let their wives 
drudge along with the same old slow- 
moving tools that were used in the days 
of Pharaoh. 


The Lackawanna Railroad built a 
twelve-million-dollar bridge to save 
twenty minutes’ time between New York 
and Buffalo. It is all right to go to 
some expense and work to save a little 
time, but what about mother? Isn't 
she worth saving? We should save all 
the time and money we can, but we 
should save mother first. 


4. Another way by which mothers 
suffer from neglect is the neglect to 
provide for their financial support. 


No man has a moral right to leave 
her future without ample provision. “He 
that provideth not for his own house- 
hold is worse than an infidel.” Life in- 
surance is as truly a part of religion as 
many other things we might mention. 
It may pinch hard at times to pay the 
premiums, but your wife and children 
will rise up and call you blessed for 
making such a provision for them. 
When a man embarks on the sea of life 
with a woman, he is morally bound to 
provide for her safe landing. 


5. Another neglect from which moth- 
ers suffer is the neglect of appreciation. 
Solomon has said, “There is a genera- 
tion that curse their father and bless 
not their mother.” 


Many children, day after day, year 
after year, receive a mother’s comfort- 
ing ministries as they receive sunlight 
and air—without ever a thought of their 
origin or a word of thanks for them. 


They bless not their mother—they 
drag her down like a hidden tumor, de- 
press her like a smoky lamp, put the 
drab of the Siberian exile in her life and 
fill her soul with the shadows of a 
dungeon. 


Four stalwart sons came to see their 
mother on her dying bed. One of the 
boys said, “You have been a successful 
mother. We boys have often spoken 
to each other about how wonderful you 
have been.” And as he said it she lift- 
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ed her weary eyelids and sadly said, 
“You never said that before. I have 
often wondered if I had succeeded.” 


6. But the worst sort of neglect of 
mother is the neglect of love. There are 
women living in mansions who would 
gladly go back to that mountain cabin, 
in which they first lived, if they could 
only recover the love which they once 
enjoyed. Their sad condition often be- 
gan by the simple neglect of the little 
things that made the romance-days so 
poetic and sweet. 


It is said that Mary kept all these 
things in her heart. If what some ne- 
glected mothers keep in their hearts were 
turned into iron, it would be enough to 
snap the Brooklyn bridge in a moment 
if it fell full-weight upon it. 


But the mothers who famish for love 
are not only the wives of living men. 
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————————— 
Some years ago the newspaper reported 
the death of a woman in a Pennsylvania 
poorhouse at the age of 101; and just 
below the account of her death was the 
statement that she was survived by 
four sons, corroborating the old saying 
that it is easier for one parent to take 
care of ten children than for ten children 
to take care of one parent. 


IV. Behold Mother’s Love. 


OTHER’S love is enduring. “It 
can’t be chilled by selfishness, 
daunted by danger, weakened by worth- 
lessness, nor stifled by ingratitude. It 
will sacrifice every comfort for our con- 
venience and surrender every pleasure 
to our enjoyment. It will glory in our 
fame and exult in our prosperity; and 
if misfortune overtake us, we will be 
the dearer to her; and if disgrace settles 
upon our name, she will love us and 
cherish us in spite of our disgrace; and 
if all the world beside cast us off, she 
will be all the world to us.” 


Mother’s love is constant — more 
constant than the Sun. Her ideas at 
times may seem a bit tame; she may 
look like a motionless ship on a breeze- 
less sea. She may not sparkle as much 
as some of the present-day fuzzy-head- 
ed fudge-eaters who drain their knowl- 
edge through a straw from novels and 
magazines; but she is the only person 
on earth who can divide her love among 
several children and at the same time 
give each child all her love. 


Mother’s love is_ self-sacrificing. 
Motherhood involves more everlasting 
toil, fatigue and sacrifice than any oth- 
er calling. This may be why many 
women avoid it. Solomon says, “Moth- 
ers are like merchant ships.” If you 
will inform yourself as to a merchant 
ship, you will find that it is nearly al- 
ways moving. Battleships loiter in 
tropical waters, but merchant ships stay 
only long enough to load and unload. 


This is true of mothers. Some of | 


them never do unload. Yes, mothers 
are like merchant ships — always on 
the go. She anticipates our needs and 
seems to delight in supplying them. No 
wonder dying souls cry, “Mother, 
Mother!” in their last moments. Beech- 
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er said, “A mother of a little child is 
the best-anchored person in all the 
world.” That no doubt is true, but 
mother is more than anchored. She is 
steeped suds-deep in employment, with 
her table to set, her babies to pet, her 
rips to mend, her dinners to tend, her 
jackets to rub and buttered faces to 
scrub. 


A poem by Edgar Guest reads as 
follows: 


Never a sigh for the cares that she bore 
for me, 
Never a thought of the joys that 
flew by, 
Her one regret that she couldn't do 
more for me. 
Thoughtless and selfish, her master 
was I. 


Oh, the long nights she came at my 
call to me! 
Oh, the soft touch of her hands on 
my brow! 
Oh, the long years that she gave up 
all for mel 
Oh, how I yearn for her gentleness 
now! 


Slave to her baby, yes, that was the 
way of her, 
Counting her greatest of services 
small, 
Words can not tell you what this old 
heart would say of her— 
Mother—the sweetest and fairest of all. 


Whatever you do, do not neglect 
mother. Sooner or later you must stand 
by the grave that holds her lifeless body, 
and it will give you great pain if you 
have failed in your duty to her. Don’t 
think it a hardship if you are asked to 
contribute of your means toward her 
support in the closing years of her life, 
for she sacrificed for you. 


But with all the work and fatigue and 
sacrifice which go with motherhood, 
mother is the happiest person in the 
world. She has more variety in spite 
of all the monotony, more poetry in 
spite of the prose, more music in spite 
of all the jargon, more remuneration in 
spite of all the unappreciation, than 
any other worker in the world; and no 
doubt she will have a higher place in 
the kingdom above.

Let 
me say that, in my opinion, if total ab- 
stinence could mean the removal of in- 
toxicants from the habitual use of 
mankind, leaving men and women in 
the sane and proper control of their 
legitimate faculties, the results, human- 
ly, socially, economically, and progeni- 
torially, politically and religiously con- 
sidered in their effects upon the human 
race, would be second only to the Re- 
surrection. I am watching with inex- 
pressible interest the progress of the 
great national Prohibition movement.”
